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The Hindenburg Line. 


Sir Douglas Haig’s week-end despatches 
record marked progress on the right wing 
of the British front of advance, North- 
east of Péronne the capture of a number 
of villages has brought our outposts within 
five. miles of Le Catelet. South-east of 
Péronne the occupation of a further group 
of villages culminated yesterday in the 
seizure, after considerable fighting, of 
Savy and the wood of the same name, 
which is within three miles of the im 
portant railway and road junction of St. 
Quentin. The mere fact of this very close 
approach to these centres, Le Catelet and 
St, Ouenfin, however, warns us against 
anticipating that this rate of progress will 
be maintained. It is more reasonable, on 
the contrary, to assume that the experience 
of the French will be repeated In our own 
case. After an advance considerably more 
rapid than the British, our Allies found 
themselves towards the end of last week in 
contact with a solid line of German resist- 
ance, and since then they have made no 
substantial progress. ‘The British forces, 
on the other hand, whose slower progress 
was due both to the greater devastation on 
their front and to the fact that they were 
operating nearer the pivot of the German 
wheel back, were opposed, at least until 
yesterday, only by a shifting line of Ger- 
man rear-guards, But if what is known as 
Hindenburg line” is the line cover

and, if the enemy intend a n-ore or less 
determined stand upon this line, we have 
now virtually reached the end of the retro- 
grade movement. There is no room left 
for further retirement except on the 
extreme right of the line, in front of 
Aambrai, from which cur outposts are still 
as much as ten miles distant, All along 
the. rest of the line the Allied forces are 
now in such close contact with it that the 
Germans cannot, permit further encroach- 
ment upon it unless they are prepared to

are awkward obstacles in the rear of a 
retreating force. If this is the “ Hinden- 
burg line,” therefore, the Allies will 
be in a position to try conclusions 
with it as soon as they have brought up 
the necessary weight of artillery for attack 
upon a regularly entrenched position. A 
renewed German retreat could scarcely 
stop far short of the French frontier, on @ 
line running parallel with the frontier 
straight between Lille and Verdun. 
Whether the Germans intend a definitive 
stand on their present line, or propose 
merely to hold it long enough to cover 
effectually a further withdrawal, the value 
of the line is already seriously com- 
promised by the speed and vigour of the 
recent Allied, and es;ecially the French, 
advance. If it is, indeed, the “ Hinden- 
burg line ” with which the Allies are now 
engaged, the trace of that line has been 
drawn by no means as the veteran Field- 
Marshal originally designed itt The pace 
throughout has clearly been too hot for 
the retreating enemy. Even on the British 
section of the front, where tbe difficulties 
of the advance were greatest and its extent 
least metacing to the Germans, they have 
frequently evacuated rear-guard positions 
too soon, and been compelled to make 
costly and fruitless attacks in the attempt 
to recover them. It is on the French sec- 
tion of the front, however, that the enemy s 
arrangements have been most seriously dis- 
turbed. The “ Hindexburyg line,” it may 
be presumed, was intended cover 
seourely the four centres of Cambrai, St. 
Quentin,. La Fére, and Laon. As it is now 
drawn it covers only the first safely, the 
last insecurely, and the middle two most 
precariously. The advance of the French 
centre in the early part of last week con- 
stituted our Allies’ most notable achieve- 
ment. It has not only left them in the 
immediate environs of both St. Quentin 
and La Fére, It has enabled them to cut 
both the direct railway and the direct road 
communications. between these two places. 
There can be no question that in this area 
they have crossed what was intended to be 
an integral part of the “ Hindenburg line,” 
and are confronted merely with improyised 
entrenchments. The advance of their right 
wing has been no less remarkable. On 
this wing they were faced with a terrain 
of extraordinary difficulty. South of La 
Fére and west of Laon, between the valleys 
of the Oise and the Aisne, stands a great 
platean, rising sharply fram the valleys, 
deeply ravined and heavily wooded. The 
plateau is crowned by the extensive forest 
of St. Gobain, and formed an admirable 
defensive position to guard the left flank of

Farm Labour. 


While, on the one hand, it is agreed 
generally that the wages of agricultural 
labour are very low, it is accepted almost 
as widely that the quality of the labour is 
poor, As Mr. T. B. Ponsonby puts it, 
ia a pamphlet published by the Co-opera- 
tive Reference Jabrary, Dubin, “the 
labourer complains that he is under-paid, 
and the employer answers that he cannot 
pay a higher wage for the inferior labour 
he receives.” ‘Together, these views form 
a vicious circle. The present tendency ap- 
pears to be for the Government to increase 
the labourer's wage, leaving it to the em- 
ployer to find a means of getting value for 
what hegives. Nostandards of value with 
regard to farm labour have existed 
hitherto—at least, no standards suitable to 
modern conditions of farm management. 
The small farmer of former days who 
worked with his men"and saw what they 
were doing had rough standards in his 
mind, but nowadays strict business 
methods are necessary in farming. In a 
manufacturing industry, the business man 
must know the costs of production, and so, 
in his industry, should a farmer. The 
largest of these costs is the labour bill, and 
the efficiency of the labour is the control. 
ling factor in the costs of production. How 
is that factor to be ascertained? That is 
the question to which Mr. Ponsonby ad- 
dresses himself, not only from the point of 
view of the farmer as business man, but 
also from that of the labourer whose con- 
dition must be improved. In his pamph- 
let on “ Agricultural Labour: Standardisa- 
tion as a means of improving the candi- 
tions of rural employment,” he puts the 
case for standards, and contributes his own 
ideas as to the kind of standards which a 
farmer ought to establish for himself and 
for his labourers “By establishing 
standards of labour we not only give the 
workman a definite and immediate object 
for his labour, we place him on an alto- 
gether different footing. If he has done 
his werk, his position is definite—he has 
earned, and not merely received, his pay.” 
Importance is attached to this moral 
aspect of the matter for the labourer, As 
for the employer, “his suspicions as to 
whether his men work in his absence or 
not are set at rest. There is no doubt as 
to whether the work is done or not, and he 
has some definite basis on which to esti- 
mate how long work will take and what 
should be its cost. This is the essence of 
management, and management determines 
the success or failure of a farm more than 
any other single factor.” The wonder is, 
indeed, that no general effort to get away 
from the old haphazard practice in regard 
to employment in agriculture has been 
made before. Mr. Ponsonby’s plan must 
not be confused with a system of payment 
by piece work. He illustrates the lines 
along which must go an attempt to state 
what amounts of work a normally efficient 
labourer should perform in a day. “ The 
amount fixed should be such as can be con- 
siderably increased when a proper incen- 
tive is offered.” His suggestions will be of 
interest to every business-dike farmer. If 
the usefulness of standards be recognised 
(and, with Wages Boards in view, it may 
be recognised very soon) they may assume 
importance as a basis oí discussion.

These tolls 
which the Government has taken on 1n- 
comes and profits are taken, in effect, on 
money which has been circulated by the 
Government itself, and that money 1s bor- 
rowed money, It is a great thing to be 
able to borrow handsomely, but a process 
of borrowing and spending is not neces- 
sarily a sign of prosperity. For the war 
we must borrow. The great financial test 
of the country will come whem a Budget 
on the new scale that has been set comes 
to be imposed on the country's ordinary re- 
sources. The foreign trade balance is the 
real guide to a country’s position. 
Hitherto, for. many years, it has been in 
favour of the United Kingdom, and the 
great necessity at the earliest possible 
moment is to make it so again, by lopping 
extravagant imports and developing re- 
munerative exports.

TURKS STILL GOING NORTH. 
[OFFICIAL.] 

The Secretary of the War Office makes tho 
following announcement :— 

Since March 19 our forces operating to the 
north and north-east of Bagdad have been 
actively engaged in pushing back the enemy 
troops still remaining in this area, and 
generaliy in securing and consolidating their 
positions. 

In the course of their converging movement 
towards Khanikin our own and the advancing 
Russian columns have encountered considerable 
difficulties, the former due to the number of 
small canals and rivers, most of which have 
had to be bridged, and the latter owing to 
snow, the devastation of the country by the 
retreating Turks, and the formidable obstacles 
offered by the position at the Paitak Pass. In 
this direction considerable Turkish forces were 
encountered by our troops. 

The enemy have opposed a strenuous resist- 

ance, in the course of which we have inflicted 
very severe losses upon them, and captured 
a considerable number of prisoners, besides 
quantities of foodstuffs and supplies. 
On March 23. we occupied Shahroban after 
lively fighting’ on the outakirte of the town.

Men belonging. to the ships sunk by the 
German raider in the Atlantic who were 
brought here by the Cambronne report many 
lives lost through the sinking of ships by the 
raider. 

They say that the pirates flew the Norwegian. 
flag as soon as they sighted the ships to which 
they signalled the order to approach. As soon 
as the order was obeyed they hoisted the Ger- 
man flag, and began firing at short range until 
the crews surrendered. ey then picked up 
their prisoners, and sank the vessels. ‘a 

lt is reported that the new German raider 
is a captured American barque of 1,571 tons, 
which was taken to Cuxbaven by a German 
prize crew in August, 1915, after being captured 
while on a voyage from New York to Arch- 
angel, with a cargo of cotton. . 

The Cambronne fell in with the raider on 
March 7th in latitude 21 south, longitude 7 west.

THE CAMBRONNE'S 
EXPERIENCE. 
STORIES OF SURVIVORS. 
(PRESS ASSOCTATION WAR SPECIAL) 

KIO DE JANEIRO, Apnit 1. 
An extract from the log of the*Cambronnoe

At about 2,000 yards her 
sails suddenly came down, and the German flag 
was displayed, accompanied by a cannon shot. 
A German officer came aboard, accompanied by 
armed men, and seised all the ship's papers. He 
invited me to return on board the cruiser. I 


The captain of the Dupleix, one of the ship's 
sunk by the raider, said—in spite of the fact 
that I was ill, I was treated with no con- 
sideration by the Germans. For four hours 
sailors pillaged my ship, carrying 
away everything they wan Then we were 
ail sent to the Seeadler in our own smal! 
boats These boats were then sunk! Two 
bombs were placed in the hold of the Dupleiz 
and one in the main hatchway. The bombe in 
the hold exploded and eet fire to the ship, 
which began to go down. The flames spread 
rapidly, but before the third bomb went off 
the ship sank. Before leaving. the taider we 
had to promise not to engage in any act of 


The Germans compelled the 
overboard fifty tons of saltpetre from the 
Cambronne before they started for Brazil. 
Although the survivors say that the Germaue 
did not maltrest them, their captors invented 
fantastic tales regarding the war, to put them 
out of sorts. One of their favourite storice 
was that France was about to be overwhelmed 
by ah avalanche of six million Germans. They 
also frequently announced that Russia had been 
dismembered. 

The Buenos Aires was stopped just before 
the fight with the Hongarth occurred. The 
raider compel the Buenos Aires to pass 
over an indicated course, while the Hongarth 
was disposed of. 


THE RAIDER DESCRIBED. 

Tho Beeadier is a squarerigged vessel, and 
has a speed of twelve knots. It was impossible 
to recognise her as án armed ship when she 
left Germany, as her guns were concealed in 
the hold. She had two. gasoline launches 
which were also hiddenin the hold, during 
the first part of the voyage. After she reached 
the high seas the guns were mounted on the 
forecastio and the gun porta were masked. 
On account of their position the guns can be 
fired only in two directions.

MILITARY ACTION EXPLAINED. 

There was a pretty free circulation of 
potatoes in Dublin on Saturday. The centre 
of distribution was for the most part changed 
from the Halston street market to thé goods 
stores of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany in Sheriff street, and here, during: the 
forenoon and well into the afternoon, a brisk 
business was carried on. Retailers and others 
came with vehicles of all description, from the 
donkey cart to the motor wagon, and carried 
away large quantities of potatoes, which had 
arrived at the depét in railway wagons during 
the early morning. The Officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture were the sellers, and they 
sold in quantities of not less than one ton, 
the price being £11. If small dealers who 
could not afford to buy a ton and pay down 
cash wanted, say, half a ton each, then two 
or more of them joined together and divide:l 
the purchase. On the whole, it was a busy 
scene, and it was good to see so large a supply 
| going out among the "ple. 

Potato factors positively stated on Friday 
that the military had commandeered ard taken 
possession of potatoes consigned to, them, and 
that assertion was repeated on Saturday. At 
least one well-known factor drew his supplies 
from the railway wagons on Saturday without

AWAITING DR. 
WILSON’S MESSAGE. 
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(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) < 
WASHINGTON, Sunpar. 
Indications of the wave of warlike sentiment 
now sweeping over the United. States have 


reached the White House in messages conveying 
resolutions adopted by patriotic mass meetings 
in different States, and also in reports thet the 
Serators, the House of Re ntatives, and the 
nation are ready to uphold the President. It is 
generally predicted that the House of Repre- 
sentatives will be organised pomptily, so that Mr. 
Wilson may deliver his message on Tuesday. 
The additional news of the sinking of ships, 
and the reported loss of more American lives 
have not done more than slightly imcrease the 
prevailing sentiment. The feeling is general 
that Germany has for some time shown her dis 
regard of American rights, and is actually 
warring against the United States. Mr. Wilson, 
who has virtually finished his message to Con- 
gress, is keeping in close touch with the Navy 
and the Treasury Departments, regarding pre- 
paredness. 

Pacifist plans for attempting to prevent 
Congress from declaring taat a state of war 
exists are attracting some attention. Most re- 
ports to the Administration, however, indicate 
that the nation as a whole believes that the 
time for war has come. Apart from the thain 
question, the chief attention ef the Administra. 
tion is directed to guarding against possible dis-. 
turbances in the United States. That such 
danger exists is generally admitted, but officials 
beheve that the situation is well in hand.
